2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claim 1 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Eickmeyer et al. (EP 747,816). 

Eickmeyer et al. taught executing a predetermined number of instruction of a first thread before switching to a second 
thread (abstract). 

Claim 1 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Davis et al. (US 5,337,617). 

Davis et al. taught executing a predetermined number of instruction of a first thread before switching to a seco id 
thread (Col. 4, lines 35-57). 

Claims 2-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article SS(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
maintaining of the discrete count of the quantity of instruction information dispatch or the application of the flow marker in 
the system as describe or the interaction between the predetermined time intervals and the counting of the quantity of 
instructions.
